CITY, Doc. 10.—Senator 


Harrison, in tho course of his romarlts upou 
tbo bil! for the admission of Dakota as n 
state, deprecated making it a partisan ques- 
tion.

It had 


been contended that a population equal to 
tho unit ot representation in tho house of 
representatives should bo the basis of admis- 
sion as a stato. Tee record showed that not 
iino territory admitted into tho Uniou since 
Missouri in 1S21 had possessed that popula- 
tion. 
Hut oven it tbat tost woro to be 


adopted, it could uwsily bo demonstrated that 
southern Dakota had at tho present timo, u 
populalion in excess of 151,000, -which was 
tho present basis of ropresantation. In order 
to lift this question nbove the low plane of 
the political effect on this party or that, tho 
bill introduced at tho lust session had pro- 
vided that tho admission of Dakota should 
not take place till after tho presidential 
election. That election had boon held, and 
tho country had passed into tho control of 
the Democratic party. It must be four year* 
moro before Dakoia could enter tho electoral 
college, Would any one suggest that with 
herj groat resources and her intelligent pop- 
ulation, she must bo kept four years longer 
from representation as a stato.

POTTSVILLK, Pa., Dec, 10,—Fire broke out 


about 4 o'clock Tuesday morning in tho house 
occupied by Frank Barlow in Park Place, a 
small milling village bixtocn milos from this 
city. The population numbers ISO, and tbo 
hoiifos aro like thoso in all mining towns— 
two-story framo structures of a not vory 
substantial character. Tho flro was discov- 
ered by Peter Akpncb, tho next door neigh- 
bor of Barlow, who was aroused by a terri- 
ble uoiso. Ho bad scarcely gotten out of bod 
when tho llamosfshot into his bod-room on 
the second Uoor, whore his wifo and five j 
children woro asleep. Ho was terror-stricken, 
but succeeded in getting his wi/o and family 
out, 
though they wore clad only in thoir 


night clothing. Alspach thon turnod bis at- 
tention toward tho Barlow family, but all 
c.'IT.orts to arouse thorn from their slumbers 
woro in vain. Several miners who ran from 
their work at tbo colliery, broko open tho 
door, but wore driven back by tho heat ot 
tho now raging firo. All hopes of reaching 
the sleeping apartments of tho Barlowfamily 
wen* thon cr.fc o!F, Tbo flames, owing to a 
high wind, rapidly increased and soon en- 
ve!opod the wholu block of six houses. Tbo 
alarm soon brought Iho neighbors to tho 
sceno, and ovory effort was mado to render 
assistance, but owing to the heat little could 
be done. While Barlow's house was burning 
tho spectators wore obliged to stand thoro 
and witness the most heartrending sight. 
In the vain attempt of Frank Barlow tosavo 
his two children tho father in his night 
clothes appeared 
at the 
second 
story 


window. 
Ho 
raised 
tbo 
sash 
and 


threw ono of them—a boy 9 years of ago— to 
the ground below. Ho attempted to then 
save tho others, but was overcome by tho 
heat and smoke. Tho heroic father swayed 
to und fro for H. moment and thon, with tho 
child still hold in ono arm and clinging to 
tho -window-sash with tho other, ho sank 
down into a seething mass of flamoa. The 
horror-stricken 
spectators 
watched 
the 


doomed man grasping tho window sill until 
his ami burned off at tho wrist and his body 
disappeared from sight. 


When tho building fell it was tho tlery 


sopulchro of six unfortunato victims. 
Their 


namos aro as follows: Frank Barlow, minor, 
50 years of age; Ann Barlow, his wifo,.-15 
years old- Amy Barlow, 14 years old; Wai- 
tor Barl,nv, 10 years old; Thomas Barlow, 
4 years old; James Fitzgerald, a hoarder, 
U4 yoai-s old. Tbo latter was on tho night 
shift, and had only been in bod half an 
hour prior to tho breaking out oC the flre. 
Tho houses woro owned by tho Delano 
Land company, and were lonsed by Loutz, 
Lilly & Co., tho coal operators at whoso 
colliery Barlow and Fit/.gerald worked. Tbo 
loss will bo about Jin,000 with no insurance. 
Tho origin of the llro is unknown. Tho littlo 
boy who was thrown out of the window was 
not injured, and told in a touching manner of 
his father's efforts to save him and his Uttlo 
brother, who perished in his father's arms. 
The scono of tho firo was visited by about 
.1,000 persons during CUD day,

SHAMOKIN, Pa., Doc. 10.—Relays of men 


worked all Monday night seeking to recover 
Joel Dusoman, Pi-tor Coble, John Fox and 
Pochard Tucket, thu men buried and burned 
in the explosion at Henry Clay shaft Mon- 
day. Tho after damp was so groat that lit- 
tle headway was made until tho air currents 
woro cut off from othur sections of tho mine ' 
and forced into tho scene of disaster. At 7 
o'clock Tuesday morning the first body—that 
of Tucket—was brought to hisjhomo, 
Coblo 


and Fox were the noxt recovered. The latter 
was burned to a crisp. Coblo was smntherod, 
receiving no burns. Much diflicuity was 
experienced in securing Dusoman, sixty-four 
cars of coal being loaded from over him. Ho 
was horribly bruisod and burned. Williams, 
partner of Tucket, the only survivor, hod a 
wonderful escape, walking to safoty through 
nearly 200 feet of gas, in which ordinary con- 
stitutions would have succumbed. 
Ho says 


tho accident was caused by a large gas feeder 
bursting from tho pillar. Ho and Fox aro 
single men. Dusoman bad a wife and sbc 
children, Tucket a wife and five children, 
und Cable a wifo and two children. No 
blame, says Tbo Evening Tiiues, is uttacbod 
to tbo mino authorities for tho accident.

State Journal. 
It is an amusement 


which runs on from generation to gener- 
ation, its features simply undergoing 
changes and improvements proportion- 
ate to the advancement made in it Prof. 
A. B. Severance, of Milwaukee, who reg- 
ularly teaches the younger class of Mad- 
ison the beauties of tho graceful art each 
season, gives some interesting informa- 
tion on tho 
terpsichorean 
subject. 


Through the agency of an organization 
of dancing masters, new dances travel 
from one end of tho country to tho other 
in a very short space of time. This or- 
ganization bears the name of tho Ameri- 
can society of professors of dancing, and 
includes in its membership the most 
prominent teachers of tho terpeichorean 
art in all tho leading cities of the United 
States. When any member of the society 
has prepared a new dance, he submits it 
to the general body, for inspection and 
ciiticism. If it bo decided that the inno- 
vation has merit u IB adopted by tho soci- 
ety, and it is then iu a fair way to bo 
taught in sll the academies over which 
the members of tho society preside. Tho 
"excelsior waltz" and the "waltz quad- 
rille (special)" are two brand new dances 
which are considered likely to attain 
great popularity. 
When the "society 


waltz" was firetmtrodnsed it was thought 
highly of, but it gradually lost its tone- 
because the Blight rolling motion with 
which it was originally danced was grad- 
ually eittgerated so as to render it objec- 
tionable. Not only was tho danoe thue 


corrupted, but it was given uncouth and 
plebean names, such as "tho telephone," 
"the nick," "the scoop," etc., which were 
ot themselves almost sufficient to rele- 
gate it to oblivion, or at least to banish it 
from refined assemblies, 
Tho "excel- 


sior," it is believed, will correct all this. 
IE tho "excelsior" there will bo a slide 
without extravagance, and then a revolu- 
tion with tho redowa step, which can be 
made cither first or last. The slide move- 
ment will bo with a step similar to that 
of the galop.
